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Council backs Daily policy

The Students' Council last night expressed its confidence In the Managing Board 
of the Daily by accepting its report on policy. 



The motion to accept the re- 
port passed with four abstentions 
and one nay. In presenting the 
motion, External Vice-President, 
Ken Cabatoff, said that the basic 
question was whether a newspa- 
per can present a critique of the 
status quo. 

A commercial newspaper, ha 
pointed out, cannot be truly ob. 
jective because it must slant its 
writing toward the status quo. A 
campus newspaper, however, Is 
not bound by the status quo and 
therefore can and should pre- 
sent a critique of It. 

The present editor of the Dai- 
ly, he said, has been presenting 
such a critique. 

A major criticism of the re- 
port was presented by Ruth 
Thompson, President of the 
'Women's Union. Miss Thompson 
questioned the section of tin- 
report which stated, "The stu- 



dent press is free, constitutio- 
nally and in practice. It has no 
obligation to anyone, save the 
practical one of appearing when 
it is supposed to appear." 

She asked Editor-in-chief Pa- 
trick MacFaddcn if he thought 
he had an obligation to the stu- 
dents In general. He answered 
with a quote from Oscar Wilde. 
"There arc three kinds of ty- 
rants. The one who looks after 
your soul, he is called the Pope. 



The one who looks after your 
body, he Is called the Dictator. 
The one who looks after both, he 
is called the People". 

Miss Thompson then went on 
to her second point. Referring to 
the section of the report which 
states that the Daily reserves 
the right by its constitution to 
speak to the students, not for 
them, she asked "Don't you

The council claims that a 
phone call from Premier Robi- 
chaud to UNB President Colin 
Mac Kay led to the cancellation 
of a bus the demonstrators had 
chartered to take them to the air- 
port to meet Mr. Pearson on Oct. 
18. 

The resolution protests "Pre- 
mier Robichaud's unwarranted 
use of his position lo prevent the 
student body from enjoying their 
full rights as Canadian citizens." 
' The . statement went on to 
"request a formal apology from 
the premier for his Interven- 
tion." 

Mr. McKclman, the premier's 
executive assistant, admitted in 
a phone interview that Mr. Ro- 
blchaud made the call to Dr. Mac- 
Kay, but he denied that the pre- 
mier had anything to do with 
the cancellation of the bus. 

He said the bus was cancelled 
by the leader of the Progressive 
Conservative campus club after 
he had been called Into Dr. Mac- 
Kay's office to discuss the matter. 
Mr. McKelman said Dr. Mac- 
Kay told the Conservative leader 
about the premier's call. 

He went on to say thit Mr. 
Robichaud had considered the 
planned demonstration discour- 
teous and would have opposed It 
had it been directed against any 
of Canada's political leaders. 

About fifty students showed 
up at the airport despite the can- 
cellation of the bus to heckle the 
Prime Minister on his arrival. 
'. They complained that they

Collèges classiques say 
prof strike unjustified 

At a presi conference Monday, five collèges classiques In 
the Montreal area described the probable strike of 160 of their 
la/ professors on November 4 as unjustified. 

The SPE (Syndicat Professional lng thit major divergences do 
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des Enseigmnts) replied that 
the positions the colleges elabo- 
rated in the journals are "new 
positions that have never been 
the object of concrete proposi- 
tions during negotiations". 

The SPE affirms that this stand 
of the colleges before the press 
is the first position they have 
taken on the three clauses that 
the SPE considers of top priority 
In the present discussions : the 
parity committee, tenure, and 
the professional load. Since the 
last negotiation session, October 
20, the SPE states that the col- 
leges have not given "a concrete 
•written answer" to the three 
clauses and have wanted to dis- 
cuss only the professors' salaries. 

The spokesmen of the colleges 
concerned themselves with show- 



not exist on each of the points 
and that the differences that 
presently separate each party 
are so small that they do not 
justify any recourse to a strike. 

The communique of the SPE 
concluded, "The union has invit- 
ed the negotiator of the Minister 
of Labour to communicate with 
the colleges to ask them to say 
to the union, during negotiations, 
what they revealed to the public 
in the journals". 

The five colleges plan to close 
their doors on November 4 to 
prevent any incidents between 
the students, among the lay pro- 
fessors and the religious profes- 
sors, and among the union lay 
professors and the non union lay 
professors.

Dr. Elliott last year was the 
first scientist to take part in an 
exchange programme between 
McGill and the Chinese Medical 
College. The programme Is In 
honour of the late Dr. Norman 
Bcthune. 

Explaining the historical con- 
text, he said that China did not 
undergo a Renaissance and In- 
dustrial Revolution at the time 
as the West, and this delay ac- 
counted for Its subjugation under 



the self-seeking Manchu regime 
and under foreign powers. The 
people then suffered through the 
Civil War under the war lords. 

"Hence, the Liberation was to 
the Chinese people what the 
transition from B.C. to A.D. was 
in the Western world." 

After Soviet aid was withdrawn, 
the Chinese Communist party bad 
to scrap all the Soviet plans and 
learn to be completely self-suffi- 
cient.

McGill to host large-scale 
science conference next fall 

A motion to organise a large-scale Science Conference in 
the fall of 1966 was passed at the Science Council meeting 
yesterday. 



The Conference will Include 
undergraduate students and key- 
note speakers from Canada and 
the United States and will in- 
volve all the branches of science. 

Besides main lectures, seminars 
will be held permitting discussion 
among the students and lecturers 
in small groups. 

An opportunity for the stu- 
dents to present original papers 
is also planned. Speakers will al- 



so cover topics of interest to the 
general public. 

The Science Journal was also 
discussed at tho meeting. The 
size of the Journal will be in- 
creased to 80 pages this year. 
Mil Quao, Editor of the Journal, 
asked the Council members to 
solicit articles from their clubs. 
The content of the Journal will 
bo on a level comprehensible to 
undergraduate students. 



An example of personal dedica- 
tion offered by Dr. Elliott was 
that Chinese doctors arc often 
willing to make the sacrifice of 
working in a rural hospital mere- 
ly through a sense of duty. 

He denied the widespread no- 
tion that the institution of the 
family was being abolished in 
the Chinese communes. He of- 
fered as a small example, the fact 
that during his visit to the com- 
munes, the populations were al- 
ways quoted to him in numbers 
of families, not individuals. There 
is no encouragement for big fa- 
milies, as under the old order, 
he added. 

No stress on sex 

Sex Is not emphasised, and cer- 
tainly not commercialised as in 
Western societies Elliott asserted. 
This docs not mean, however, that 
natural sex is visibly absent in 
contemporary Chinese society, as 
attested to by the presence of 
young couples in all public places. 

The soldiers, however, are very 
puritan and disciplined, and man- 
ifest what Dr. Elliott calls "red 
puritanism". The children are al- 
ways eager to meet foreigners. 



Monk at McGill 

Thelonius Monk is coming to 
town, this time presented by Mc- 
Gill's SCOPE. The sldemen of his 
quartet arc Charley Rous, sax, 
Butch Warren on drums, Ben 
Reilly on drums. 

Monk was one of the origin- 
ators of Bop in the 1940's, and 
his style hasn't changed radical- 
ly — but jazz and its listeners 
have, and now Monk seems less 
revolutionary than he was before. 

His McGill concert will take 
place in the University Centre 
Ballroom on Monday, November 
8, at 8:30 pm. Tickets will be on 
sale Friday at the Union Box Of- 
fice — 52 for students, $3 for the 
general public.

Smarten 
Up 

Dear Sir, 

I say "Nonsense" to your edi- 
torial, "Leacock vs. McGlll." 

You say McGill docs not want 
to be a community of scholars. 
Almost everyone — student or 
staff — I have heard on the 
itibjcct in my 16 years as one 
or iMcGill staff has been con- 
cerned with making McGill 
more, not less, scholarly. Sev- 
eral professors and students 
have spent many hours (in 
committees and informally) 
working out ways of educating 
students so that they would be 
more deeply knowledgeable, 
critical, imaginative, and arti- 
culate than previous genera- 
tions of students. I myself have 
found a continuous improve- 
ment in McGill scholarship, and 
I have seen no signs that 
anyont in any academic posi- 
tion thinks that we have reach- 
ed perfection. However, there 
is little doubt in my mind that 
McGill is more a community of 
scholars today than it was in 
1. ta cock's day. (McGill was pro- 
bably more of a community of 
back-room boys and bar-flics 
in those days). 

Vou say "many powerful 
forces" are disrupting the de- 
velopment of McGill into a 
place of true learning. What 
arc these forces? Almost all 
new staff appointees arc select- . 
ed by Departments (i.e., by pro- 
fessors) not by any conniving 
"governing bodies." No one has 
ever told me what to teach or 
how to teach it. Given the broad 
aim of educating, rather than 
merely training, young people, 
every professor finds his own 
way of doing it. Some fail, but 
many achieve some measure of 
success — more than ever be- 
fore in the history of teaching. 
"Dig business" is not necessa- 
rily an enemy of education; 



onto two of their legs, scratch themselves, 
and spew their simian waffle into the un- 
heeding ether. Their hidden advisers, safe 
In the anonymity of the woodwork, will 
continue to peek forth, gently fart and dis- 
appear, scrabbling, behind the wainscot. 

In other words, we have not the slight- 
est idea of the content, constitutionality, 
sanity or literacy of the graffiti currently 
being submitted to the SC. And we are not 
disposed to find out. We will continue to 
put out this journal until the SC in its wisdom 
elects to boot us to hell out. When that hap- 
pens, we'll be able to get down to the stacks 
for some book-learning. For the moment, 
we consider that we hold our tenure from 
the elected student representatives and from 



nobody else. 



petty parents and income- 
oriented students can be a 
greater danger. 

Your editorial is much like a 
sermon by a religious preacher. 
Starting at any point (even 
I.eacock), he can soon thread 
his way, however tenuously, to 
his favorite clichés and inani- 
ties. It reminds me too, I must 
confess, of the days when my 
generation of students, in its 
left-wing enthusiasm, used to 
blame all evils of the world on 
the expropriators. I am disillu- 
sioned to see that at least one 
McGill student is still casting 
30-year old clichés in very si- 
milar prose. My advice: Wake 
up, young man, the world has 
changed.

The university is founded 
for those who have accepted 
the formidable challenge to 
think. It is deplorable that

But let's not get carried away 
with the clichés of left and 
right. Messrs. Aberman, Webb 
and Welter, are you not con- 
cerned about human dignity 
and freedom of expression of 
all kinds?

The Department of Geological 
Sciences is conducting research 
on the formation of carbonate 
rocks in Barbados. 

Results of the project, which 
received a $5000 grant from Im- 
perial Oil, may be used to in- 
terpret deep drilling In Western 
Canada. 

Present conditions of sedimen- 
tation in Barbados may be similar 
to those which resulted in the 
formation of Important oil re- 
serves in carbonate rocks in 
western Canada.
